Carrier oOr Company - Whenever user in this tariff, “Carrier” or “Company” refers to
TeraBlue, 1inc.,unless otherwise specified or clearly indicated by the context.

CLEC - A new Local Exchange Carrier authorized under the 1996 Telecommunications ACt.
Commission - Kentucky Public Service Commission.

customer - The person, firm, corporation, or other entity which orders, cancels, amends,
or uses service and is responsible for payment of charges and compliance with the Company®s
tariff.

Exchange Access Line - The serving central office line equipment and all Company plant

SECTION 2 - RULES AND REGULATIONS

Undertaking of the Company

The Company services offered pursuant to this tariff are furnished for Local Exchange
Service among specified point within a Local calling Area. The Company will offer these
services over a cambination of Unbundled Network Elements, Resold Facilities, and the
Company®s own Facilities.

The Company installs, operates, and maintains the communications services provided
herein In accordance with the terms and conditions set forth under this tariff. The
Company may act as the Customer’s agent for ordering access connection facilities
provided by other carriers or entities as required in the commission’s rules and
orders, when authorized by the Customer, to allow connection of a Customer®s location
to the Company’s network. The Customer shall be responsible for all charges due for
such service arrangements.

The Company®s services and facilities are provided on a monthly basis unless otherwise
indicated, and are available twenty-four hours per day, seven days per week.

Limitations

Service is offered subject to the availability of the necessary facilities and
equipment, and subject to the provisions of this tariff.

The Company reserves the right to discontinue or limit service when necessitated by
conditions beyond its control, or when the Customer is using service in violation of
the provisions of this tariff, or in violation of the law.

The Company does not undertake to_transmit messages, but offers the use of its
facilities when available, and will not be liable for errors iIn transmission of for
failure to establish connections.

All facilities provided under this tariff are directly controlled by the Company and
the Customer may not transfer ox assign the use of service of facilities without the
express written consent of the Company. Such transfer or assignment shall only apply
where there IS no interruption of the use or location of the service of facilities.

Prior written permission from the Company is required before any assignment or
transfer. All regulations and conditions contained in this tariff shall apply to any
assignee or transferee.

2.3 Use

Service provided under this tariff may be used for any lawful purpose for which the
service iIs technically suited.

2.4 Liabilities of the Company

2.4.1 The company’s liability for damages arising out of mistakes, interruptions,
omissions,delays, errors, or defects in transmission which occur in the course of
furnishing service or facilities, in no event shall exceed an amount equivalent to
the proportionate charge to the Customer for the period during which the faults iIn
transmission occur.

2.4.2 The Company shall not be liable for claim or loss, expense or damage (including
indirect, special, or consequential damage), for any interruption, delay, error,
omission, or defect In any service, facility, or transmission provided under this
tariff, if caused by any person or entity other than the Company, by any malfunction
of any service or facility provided by any other carrier, by an act of
God, Ffire, war, civil disturbance, or act of government, or by any other cause
beyond the Company’s direct control.

2.4.3 The Company shall not be liable for, and shall be fully indemnified and held
harmless by Customer against any claim or loss, expense, or damage (including
indirect, special, or consequential damage) for defamation, libel, slander,
invasion, infringement of copy right or patent,unauthorized use of any trade mark,
trade name or service mark, unfair competition, interference with or misappropriation
or violation of any contract, proprietary or creative right, or any other injury to
any person, property, or entity arising out of the material, data, information, ox
other content revealed to, transmitted, or used by the Company under this tariff,
or for any act of omission of the Customer, or for any personal injury or death of
any person caused directly or indirectly by the installation, maintenance, location,
condition, operation, failure, presence, use of removal of equipment or wiring
provided by the Company, if not directly caused by negligence of the Company.

2.4.4 No agent or employee of any other carrier shall be deemed to be an agent or employee
of the Company.

2.4.5 The Company shall not be liable for any defacement of for damages to the premises
of a Customer resulting from the furnishing of service which is not the direct
result, of the Company®s negligence.

All state and local taxes (includingbutnot limited to franchise fees, excise tax,
sales tax, municipal utilities tax) are listed as separate line items and are not
included in the quoted rates.

2.8 Payment for Service

The Customer is responsible for payment of all charges for services furnished to the
Customer or to an Authorized User of the Customer by the Company. All charges due by
the Customer are payable to the Company or to any agency duly authorized to receive
such payments. Terms of payment shall be according to the rules and regulations of
the agency and subject to the rulles of regulatory agencies, such as the Kentucky
Public Service Commission.

The company's billing invoiceswill be considered correct and binding upon the
Customer if no notice is received from the Customer within ferty-five({45) days of the
date of the invoice. Billing inquiresmay be made inwriting, in person, by email,
or by telephone. Adjustments to Customer”s bills shall be made to the extent
circumstances exist which reasonably indicate that such changes are appropriate Upon
receipt of a billing inquiry, charges involved in the disputed element(s) of the
invoice will be temporarily suspended pending resolution of the dispute. The
Customer, however, remains responsible for the timely payment of the non-disputed
elements of the invoice. If a Customer is not satisfied with the Company's response
to an inquiry or request for credit, he or she may appeal to the Kentucky Public
Service Commission for final resolution.

2.14.6 Without notice in the event of Customer or Authorized User use of equipment in such a
manner as to adversely affect the Company’s service to others. Within twenty-four
(24) hours after such termination, the utility shall send written notification to the
customer of the reasons far termination or refusal of service upon which the utility
relies, and of the customer’s right to challenge the termination by filing a formal
complaint with the Commission.

The Company may also waive a portion or all processing fees or
installation fees for winners of contests and other occasional promotional events
sponsored or endorsed by the Company. From time to time, the Company may waive all
processing fees for a Customer. The Company will notify the Commission regarding
specific promotions and contests.

Interruption of Service

Credit allowances for interruptions of service which are not due to the Company®s
testing ox adjusting, to the negligence of the Customer, or to the failure of
channels, equipment or communications Systems provided by the Customer, are subject
to a general liability provisions set forth in Section 2.4 herein. It shall be the
obligation of the Customer to notify the Company immediately of any interruption in
service for which a credit allowance is desired by Customer. Before giving such notice,
Customer shall ascertain that the trouble is not within his or her control, or is not
in wiring or equipment, if any, furnished by Customer and connected to Company®s
terminal.

2.25.3 The Iistiggs of subscribers, either without charge or at the rate specified within
this tarifft for other listings are arranged alphabetically and are not intended for
special prominence of arrangement. In accepting listings as requested by subscribers
or prospective subscribers, the Company will. not be a par% to_controversies between
subscribers as result of publication of such listings in the directaries.

2.25.4 The Listings must conform to the Company"s specifications with respect to the
directories. The Company reserves the right to reject listings when in, 1ts sole
Judgement, such listings would violate the integrity of company records and the
directories, confuse individuals using the directory, or when the customer cannot
provide satisfactory evidence that he is authorized to do business as requested.

2.25.5 The Company reserves the right, to limit_the length of any listing to one line in the
directly by use af abbreviations when, in Its sole judgement, the clearness of the
listing and the identification of the subscriber is not impaired.

2.25.6 Generally, the listed address is the location of the Customer®s business or residence.
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2.26 Universal Emergency Telephone Numbar Service (811, B911)
